Slaying puts group home under review

The Alberta government is re¬ 
viewing an Edmonton group 
home’s staffing, licensing and 
provincial contract after one 
of its residents was charged 
with killing a 32-year-old man. 

The 17-year-old girl was 
charged late Friday with rob¬ 
bery, possession of a weapon 
and second-degree murder. 
Shawn Richard was found 


stabbed to death in the mid¬ 
dle of 95 Street on Aug. 31. 

At the time of the arrest, 
police said the young woman 
was not being well supervised 
at the home. 

Human Services Minister 
Irfan Sabir said that sent a 
clear message to the province. 

“Public safety is the highest 
priority and we have heard 


concerns from Edmonton Po¬ 
lice and members of the pub¬ 
lic around this group home 
and we do take these com¬ 
ments very seriously.” 

The home is run by the non¬ 
profit group E4C. 

He said he will wait for the 
outcome of the review before 
deciding on what the next 
steps could be. He said he 


wants results on the issue 
swiftly. 

“There is no set time frame, 
but I would say that it’s now 
a priority.” 

In a statement provided via 
email, E4C did not comment 
on the review, but said they’re 
committed to working with 
the community on all issues. 

“Our approach to youth 


housing is informed by evi¬ 
dence-based practices that 
are not exclusively based on 
control and supervision,” the 
organization said. 

“We assist youth to discover 
their self-worth, and from this 
place of realization, signifi¬ 
cant and lasting behavioural 
transformation becomes pos¬ 
sible.”

In January, the Edmonton Po¬ 
lice Service rezoned 118 Avenue 
from its downtown division to 
northwest division — a move

that helped relieve overburdened 
downtown officers and address 
street crime in the area, Van 
Alstine said. 

“It’s really unusual and un¬ 
fortunate that this has happened 
recently, but in terms of policing, 
it’s been like night and day,” Van 
Alstine said. “Since we moved to 
this new police division, we’re 


getting all the attention. It might 
be for the best that way.” 

Six beat officers currently 
work on 118 Avenue. EPS is re¬ 
viewing an expansion for the 
end of the year, depending on 
recruitment and available resour¬ 
ces, EPS spokeswoman Cheiyl 
Sheppard said. 

Carlos Soares has owned 


Popular Balceiy at 93 Street and 
118 Avenue since 1997. He said 
he’s noticed street crime, includ¬ 
ing prostitution and drug traf¬ 
ficking, decrease compared to 
a few years ago. 

New benches, sidewalks, lamp- 
posts and public art have all 
helped clean up the area, he said. 

“It’s getting better. Before, it 
was veiy rough,” he said. “You’ve 
got a good crowd of newlyweds 
coming in and living here with 
their kids.” 

“It needs some work still, but 
it’s definitely headed in the right 
direction, that’s for sure.”

LRT overcomes 
technical glitch 
to send crowds 
down the track

The Metro LRT opening is be¬ 
ing described as a surprising 
success after it surpassed what 
were admittedly grim expecta¬ 
tions during Tuesday morning 
rush hour. 

Transportation manager 
Dorian Wandzura seemed elat¬ 
ed as he told reporters that the 
opening has been a “really posi¬ 
tive experience so far.” 

“Traffic has been flowing 
reasonably well,” he said, not¬ 
ing that rush-hour queues were 
clearing out within two to three 
light cycles rather than the 
worst-case scenario projections 
of four. 

The trains are also being 
used — so much that there 
is often standing room only, 
particularly on the final leg to 
NAIT station. 

“I think that’s fantastic,” 
Wandzura said. “It says a lot 
about the value of the Metro 
Line to the community and to 
students.” 

On Tuesday morning, the 
line experienced its first hiccup 


when an on-board communi¬ 
cations hardware component 
malfunctioned on one of the 
trains. 

Wandzura said it was dealt 
with swiftly, thanks in no small 
part to signalling contractor 
Thales. 

“We had a communications 
failure, it went back into the 
shop, the Thales folks diag¬ 
nosed it and made the changes, 
and it’s back into and ready for 
service,” he said. 

The relationship between 
the city and Thales was heated 
through August, as each party 
levied blame for the nearly 
two-year delay on one another 
— but it has grown more tepid 
as they collaborate to operate 
the new line. 

“We know that we have to 
have a good relationship with 
all of our contracted partners, 
including Thales, so we have 
their staff on site,” Wandzura 
said. “They are in the control 
rooms, in the maintenance 
yard, on the trains and they’re 
here supporting us fully as we 
get up to service this week.” 

The Thales signalling system 
runs train-supervision software 
and manages traclcside signals 
and arms. It’s being used dur¬ 
ing the interim service but still 
needs safety approval from the 
city’s rail-safety consultants. 

“We still have a contract to 
complete and will be working 
collaboratively with (Thales) to 
do that,” Wandzura said. 


Q MAKING IT WORK 

The city is watching the 
Metro Line closely as it 
begins service to make 
sure it works. Here's how: 

1. ETS staff are posted 
at every intersection, 
watching how Metro Line 
trains operate and ensuring 
gates and signals work as 
intended. 

2. Video cameras are 
recording intersections 
from a bird's-eye-view 


for real-time signal 
adjustments and data for 
future optimization. 

3. City managers, signal¬ 
ling contractor Thales and 
key ETS staff meet daily to 
review data logs and adjust 
service if needed. 

4. Train operators and con¬ 
trol-room staff communi¬ 
cate constantly to maintain 
train co-ordination and 
minimize time at crossings.

Wildrose wants discovery learning gone 


Alberta’s Wildrose party is call¬ 
ing on the NDP government to 
abandon the former Progressive 
Conservative government’s ex¬ 
periments with discoveiy learn¬ 
ing and focus on fundamentals. 

“The government has be¬ 
come obsessed with enforcing 
new fads and experiments on 
our teachers,” said Wildrose 
education critic and MLA for 
Drayton Valley-Devon, Mark 
Smith. 

“We’re calling on the gov¬ 


ernment to get back to basics.” 

Smith said he hears regu¬ 
larly from parents concerned 
children aren’t learning core 
components of the curriculum. 

He said those fads include 
initiatives like discoveiy math 
and other programs meant to 
get students to come to the 
answer on their own, rather 
than learning through rote. 

Smith, a former teacher, said 
the Progressive Conservatives 
started this push toward new 


teaching methods and he hopes 
the NDP government will aban¬ 
don it. 

“They must respect the ap¬ 
propriate role of government 
and the role government plays 
in the education system,” he 
said. “It’s up to teachers and 
the educational leaders to de¬ 
termine how to teach.” 

But Education Minister David 
Eggen said he believes the best 
curriculum is well rounded. 

“It’s important to teach 


critical thinking, as it’s im¬ 
portant to teach basics as well,” 
he said. 

Eggen, also a former teacher, 
said the government doesn’t 
want to push teachers to train 
students a specific way, either. 

“You use a whole range of 
techniques to make sure the 
kids come out the other end 
with the standard the province 
expects,” he said. “A balanced 
approach is always necessary.”

Groups seek

Community groups and at 
least one city councillor want 
a three-year moratorium on 
building social housing in five 
core neighbourhoods extended 
until there’s a plan to spread the 
housing to all parts of the city. 

The moratorium, set to ex¬ 
pire in November, was a council 
decision to not back any new 
non-market housing projects, 
like group homes or shelters, 
in Alberta Avenue, Eastwood, 
Queen Maiy Park, Central Mc- 
Dougall and McCauley over con¬ 
cerns the areas had received too 
much social housing. 

During the moratorium, the 
city developed plans for housing 
in each of those communities, 
but wider plans to spread hous¬ 
ing projects to all parts of the 
city is still incomplete. 

Coun. Scott McKeen said the 
moratorium should stay in place 
until that work is done. 

“I will certainly be asking 
council, and asking for council’s 
support, to continue with the 


moratorium until we see some 
inroads in other communities 
to accept and welcome some of 
this form of housing,” he said. 

Since the moratorium was 
enacted, the city has seen push- 
back from suburban commun¬ 
ities for several social housing 
developments, including a pro¬ 
posed apartment complex for 
the homeless in Terwillegar. 

McKeen said all Edmonton¬ 
ians need to welcome housing 
into their communities and 
when it becomes concentrated 
in just a few areas, it leads to 
more challenges. 

The city released plans last 
week for each of the five neigh¬ 
bourhoods that include pro¬ 
posals for grant programs to 
help rehabilitate rental prop¬ 
erties and encourage first-time 
homebuyers. It also suggests 
the city needs to be more pro¬ 
active cracking down on derelict 
properties. 

Randy Shuttleworth, 
president of Queen Maiy Park 
community league, said the 
city did an excellent job with 
the proposals for the individ¬ 
ual neighbourhoods, but he 
worries if the moratorium isn’t 
extend all the social housing 
will continue to be built only 
in the core. 

He hopes the moratorium 
is extended to the work in the 
plan has time to succeed.

Two pedestrians died this 
week on LRT tracks in Ed¬ 
monton. 

They’re part of a grim leg¬ 
acy that includes four ac¬ 
cidents over the past four 
years, in which a vehicle, 
cyclist or pedestrian made 
contact with a train and died. 

The human toll these ac¬ 
cidents take is felt not only 
on those related to people 
injured or killed but also by 
LRT operators, who bear wit¬ 
ness to the collisions. 

“No one wants to be a part 
of a situation that takes a 
life,” said Jennifer Laraway, 


a spokeswoman with the Ed¬ 
monton Transit System. 

Laraway explained that ETS 
has, as a result, put support 
resources in place for people 
involved in these types of 
accidents, such as a peer 
support group, the city 
chaplain, and “an employee 
family assistance program 
that can link people with 
additional resources at their 
discretion, such as counsel- 
ling.” 

ETS also works closely with 
EPS on incident documenta¬ 
tion and debriefing. 

Many LRT fatalities, like 
one of the incidents that oc¬ 
curred this week, are sui¬ 
cides. 

Like most cities with rail 
integrated into their tran¬ 
sit system, Edmonton has 
suicide prevention struc¬ 
tures in place throughout the 
transit network. 

These include blue emer¬ 
gency phones, present at 
every LRT platform and tran¬ 
sit station, and wall-mount- 
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The bravest thing 
someone who is 
thinking of ending 
their life can do is 
to use one of the 
emergency blue 
phones to reach 
out for help. 

Jennifer Laraway, a 
spokeswoman with ETS 

ed red emergency buttons 
located in and around the 
downtown core. 

“The bravest thing some¬ 
one who is thinking of end¬ 
ing their life can do is use 
one of the emergency blue 
phones to reach out for help,” 
Laraway said, adding that 
help would be dispatched 
“immediately,” at any time 
of day. 

“People do have support.” 
Laraway added.

After selling out at Fort 
Edmonton Park last year, the 
show has moved to the Royal 
Alberta Museum for three days 
of feathers, rhinestones, tas¬ 
sels and tease. 

“These are top-level per¬ 
formers and every show will 
be completely different,” Ed¬ 
monton Burlesque Festival 
spokeswoman Olwen Bell said. 

“It’s definitely developed 
and we have certainly grown.”

Speed revenue funding safer roads

An anticipated $18-million boost 
in revenue generated from 
photo-radar speeding tickets 
this year will nonetheless lead to 
fewer collisions and safer roads, 
city officials say. 

“The big return on investment 
is fewer collisions, fewer injuries 
and fewer fatalities,” said Sarah 
Meffen, a spokeswoman with 
the office of traffic safety, noting 


photo-radar money, up from 
$30 million in revenue last year 
to $48 million this year, is in¬ 
vested into road safety programs. 

The boost in revenue and in¬ 
vestment in safety comes on the 
cusp of Edmonton’s newest five- 
year traffic safety strategy, to be 
presented to council on Sept. 16. 

The strategy outlines ways the 
city hopes to reduce accidents 
and move towards zero traffic 
fatalities. 

Meffen said many of the pro¬ 
grams are already in place and 
are working to varying levels 


of success, and in all cases the 
positive effects are measured 
and analyzed carefully. 

“You can see the impact (of 
the programs),” Meffen said. 
“Our targets are highly meas¬ 
urable.” 

She said the programs are 
based on the five “E’s” of traf¬ 
fic safety: engineering, enforce¬ 
ment, evaluation, education and 
engagement. 

Re-engineering road geometry 
for right turns at certain inter¬ 
sections in 2009, she explained, 
reduced average collision rates 


by 75 per cent. Installing left turn 
lights reduced average overall 
collisions by 99 per cent. 

On the driver education front, 
the city has found driver feed¬ 
back signs that flash a car’s speed 
in place increased speed compli¬ 
ance from 8.2 per cent to 62.11 
per cent. 

And in 2016, the city will 
conduct another traffic safety 
culture survey as a bi-annual 
follow-up to the 2014 version 
to compare data and see how 
effective public education cam¬ 
paigns are.

More than 70 women have 
been tasked with assisting the 
province as it starts a dialogue 
about the formation of the min¬ 
istry of the status of women.

Artists add 
life to some 
dead spaces

Artists desperate for usable 
and affordable workspace in 
the downtown core are turning 
to partnerships with developers 
or other unique approaches to 
put creativity on the city’s map. 

Artist Kristine Nutting, for ex¬ 
ample, recently partnered with 
one of Canada’s largest develop¬ 
ers, Brookfield Development, 
to transform an abandoned 
warehouse it controls near the 
Commonwealth Stadium into 
a temporary theatre. 

“The bigwigs didn’t see the 
value in allowing us to use the 
space, but thanks to people like 
(Brookfield’s) Jarrett Campbell, 
they were helped to see the 
benefits to the community,” 
Nutting said. “Even then we 
almost didn’t get the space be¬ 
cause of insurance concerns.” 

Nutting said it took a concert¬ 


ed effort of everyone involved 
to convince both Brookfield 
Developments and the city to 
secure the space. 

“People are definitely trying 
to create,” Nutting said. “But it 
takes dedication and business 
sawiness is also veiy important.” 

Business sawiness is evident 
in another transformed space 
called Vacancy Hall in the base¬ 
ment of the Mercer warehouse 
near the nearly-completed down¬ 
town arena. 

In the hall, people are hard at 
work making Edmonton more 
recognized for its creative side. 

The hall’s creator, Devin Pope, 
said he was inspired by a place 
in England that uses containers 
as pop up shops. 

“It was a passion project 
to give back to Edmonton, to 
help artists make and sell their 
items,” he said of repurposing 
the warehouse space. 

Since then it’s quickly grown 
into a popular space for artists 
looking for a low risk and access¬ 
ible way to create and sell their 
work; artists such as PEKOE, a 
local visual artist and streetwear 
designer. 

“Vacancy Hall is an incubator, 
it gives us that half-step up to 
the next step we need,” he said.

Ten years ago, Alberta Av¬ 
enue had a sketchy repu¬ 
tation. Break-ins and drug 
houses marred the largely 
lower-income neighbourhood 
that stretches from Northlands 
to NAIT. 

While the neighbourhood 
still struggles — just this week, 
a person was killed as gunfire 
broke out — residents credit 
the arts for helping the area 
become a more desirable postal 
code. Academics, new Can¬ 
adians, young families and 
businesses are now seeking 
out that “small town within 
a city” vibe. 

Spoken-word artist and the¬ 
atre teacher Randy Ritz said he 
and his wife were “captured 
by the vision” of Alberta Av¬ 


enue five years ago, building 
a home just off the bustling 
street soon after volunteering 
for their first Kaleido family 
arts festival. 

“We’ve seen big changes; 
it’s still a colourful neighbour¬ 


hood, but kids are out playing 
on the street, people take walks 
and call out, ‘Hey Randy,” said 
Ritz. 

According to the 2014 mu¬ 
nicipal census, nine of the 10 
fastest-growing city neighbour¬ 


hoods in recent years are in 
the south — Summerside, the 
Hamptons and Windermere 
among them. 

But Alberta Avenue in the 
north has bucked the trend, 
and many residents lay the 


credit on the doorstep of the 
neighbourhood social and arts 
hub: the Carrot Community 
Arts Coffee House. 

The largely volunteer-run 
spot on 118th Avenue offers 
an opportunity for emerging 
artists to create and, accord¬ 
ing to Ritz, is the “heartbeat 
of it all. It’s like a beacon of 
light, where everyone knows 
everyone.” 

Christy Morin, executive dir¬ 
ector of Arts on the Ave., was 
one of those early residents 
who gathered like-minded 
souls to celebrate what they 
knew was already a great 
neighbourhood. 

“We wanted to find a way to 
bring Edmonton to our door¬ 
step,” she said. 

With help from the city’s 
neighbourhood-revitalization 
program, Alberta Avenue was 
physically transformed: bright¬ 
er street lights, wider sidewalks 


and benches. 

Morin and company added 
the passion that has resulted 
in nearly a dozen festivals call¬ 
ing Alberta Avenue home: Deep 
Freeze, SkirtsAfire and Kaleido, 
which celebrates 10 years this 
weekend. 

“Our board of artists have 
had such huge heart. We’re 
invested because we live here. 
This is ours,” Morin said. “It 
has been a grassroots move¬ 
ment — a coming alive of an 
eclectic area — with indigen¬ 
ous, Portuguese and Ukrainian 
cultures mixing with new Af¬ 
rican influences today.” 

“We want our kids to grow 
up with that rich diversity,” 
said musician Mat Halton, who 
took on a centuiy-old house in 
the area nearly 10 years ago. 
“We’ve found a social network 
and sense of community here. 
It’s markedly different on Al¬ 
berta Avenue.”

Province able to 'take more 
refugees/ says Wynne 

Ontario is pledging more 
support for refugees and 
pressing for federal help in 
opening the doors wider 
with the Syrian exodus 
growing more dramatic by 
the day. 

"We have more capacity 
in Ontario to take more 
refugees, to welcome more 
refugees" Premier Kath¬ 
leen Wynne said Tuesday. 

The comments came 
four days after her health 
minister. Dr. Eric Hoskins, 
pledged an additional 
$300,000 in provincial 
funding to help settle 
people fleeing Syria. 

"We can put more sup¬ 
ports in place for private 
organizations and individ¬ 
uals who are working, like 
Lifeline Syria ... to bring 
refugees into Ontario," 
added Wynne, who is 
working with her church to 
raise money to help refu¬ 
gees. 

"We are going to put 
some of those supports in 
place, we are going to set 
up a fund that would help 
support those organiza¬ 
tions do everything we can 
to make sure that when 
refugees arrive here, that 
they can access programs 
that will help them to 
settle." 

The premier said she's 
concerned with the length 
of time it is taking for refu¬ 
gees to get documenta¬ 
tion. 

"My hope would be that 
we will see the federal 
government work with the 
provinces to speed up the 
process whereby refugees 
can come into the country 
and into our province," she 
added. 

"The bottom line for me 
is that all of us across the 
country need to be doing 
everything we can to help 
in this humanitarian crisis."

British Columbia will set aside 
$1 million to help support Syr¬ 
ian refugees who manage to 
make their way to the prov¬ 
ince, Premier Christy Clark 
announced at a news confer¬ 
ence Tuesday. 

While the province doesn’t 
have any say over how many 
refugees it can accept, Clark 
said it will be ready to help 
with services such as trauma 
counselling, language skills 
and job placements should 
the federal government ac¬ 
cept more people. 

“It’s just not good enough 
to only open our doors, we 
have to make sure that when 
refugees get there we’re do¬ 
ing everything we can to help 
them achieve the Canadian 
dream and find their home 
as seamlessly as possible into 
British Columbia society,” 
Clark said. 

The fund, which will be 
distributed through commun¬ 
ity groups and churches, was 
created after the outpouring 
of support for Syrian refu¬ 
gees in response to the photo¬ 
graph of three-year-old Alan 
Kurdi’s body washed ashore 
on a Turkish beach. 

His death brought the on¬ 
going crisis home for British 
Columbians, as the little boy’s 
family was trying to find a 
way to B.C., Clark said, tear¬ 


ing up as she spoke of his tiny 
figure on the sand. Thousands 
have since expressed the de¬ 
sire to help sponsor refugees. 

Clark didn’t wade into 
the political debate over 
how many refugees the fed¬ 


eral government should ac¬ 
cept, but argued all prov¬ 
inces should have the same 
power as Quebec to determine 
how many refugees they can 
take in. 

Last year B.C. welcomed 


about 36,000 immigrants, in¬ 
cluding 1,528 refugees. Clark 
said it would be great to see 
both numbers go up. 

“(The Kurdis) didn’t die be¬ 
cause they were anything but 
unlucky enough to live in 
a country wracked by war,” 
Clark said. “As Canadians we 
are incredibly lucky, and as 
Canadians we have an oppor¬ 
tunity, and I would argue a 
uniquely Canadian duty, to 
share the luck.”

Poll: Yes 
to deficit 

Justin Trudeau may have 
taken a gamble when he an¬ 
nounced the Liberals would 
run deficits if they form the 
next government. But it’s a 
gamble that could well pay 
off, if the results of a new 
poll are any indication. 

A poll conducted by Forum 
Research last week found that 
only a minority of voters be¬ 
lieve the government should 
focus on balancing the books 
during a slow economy. 

With the Canadian econ¬ 
omy sliding into a recession 
during first half of 2015, the 
Conservatives and NDP have 
both made balancing the 
budget the cornerstone of 
their economic plans. 

But last month Trudeau 
struck out on his own and 
said a Liberal government 
would run modest deficits 
until 2019. While dipping into 
the red, the Liberals would 
spend an additional $60 bil¬ 
lion over 10 years on infra¬ 
structure projects, which the 
party believes would stimu¬ 
late the economy. 

That platform move could 
be good news for Trudeau. 

Just 18 per cent agreed that 
the government’s best strat¬ 
egy during tough economic 
times is to “impose austerity 
and cut spending to elimin¬ 
ate deficits.” But nearly half 
— or 45 per cent — agreed 
that it’s better to invest in 
infrastructure. 

And 44 per cent approved 
of Trudeau’s plan to run defi¬ 
cits for three years after the 
election, while 38 per cent 
disapproved. 

The Forum poll was con¬ 
ducted using an interactive 
voice response telephone sur¬ 
vey of 1,384 Canadians. It 
was conducted from Aug. 30 
to Sept. 1, and is considered 
accurate plus or minus three 
percentage points, 19 times 
out of 20.

ART 

Paleontologist 
paints realistic 
portrayals of 
extinct beasts 

His portraits are so compelling 
you can almost hear his sub¬ 
jects tramp through the forest 
and smell their heaving breath. 

Yet Julius Csotonyi has never 
seen any of the animals he de¬ 
picts. Dinosaurs, after all, have 
been gone a long time. 

“It’s really ftm,” said Csotonyi, 
whose dramatic illustrations of 
extinct beasts enliven the dens¬ 
est of paleontological papers. 
“It’s the unknown and trying 
to figure out new things. That’s 
always interested me.” 

Csotonyi’s work appears regu¬ 
larly in top scientific journals. 
The Vancouver-based illustra¬ 
tor has brought life to every¬ 
thing from a bus-sized shark 
to a primitive snake with legs. 


He’s worked with Alberta’s 
Royal Tyrrell Museum, the Roy¬ 
al Ontario Museum, the Royal 
Canadian Mint and the National 
Geographic Society. 

He has won paleontology’s 
top illustration award three 
times. 

Like a lot of kids, Csotonyi 
grew up drawing dinos. 

But he never stopped. Even 
when he was working on his 
doctorate in microbiology, he 
drew dinosaurs on the side for 
publications such as Prehistoric 
Times. 

Then, in 2005, an English 
publisher preparing a dinosaur 
encyclopedia called him up. 
That’s when Csotonyi realized

he could make a living at it. 

Picturing an animal known 
only by a few bones, Csotonyi 
said, is a delicate dance between 
art and science. 

“You come up with an image 
that’s plausible, but interesting 
as well.” 

A commissioning scientist 
will send him photos of fossils 
and share whatever data might 
help. Csotonyi comes up with a 
sketch and a careful baclc-and- 
forth ensues to get the dino right 
and have it doing something be¬ 
lievable in the correct context. 

Hints come from all sorts of 
sources. Environment might 
suggest colour; scraps of fos¬ 
silized skin or feathers point 
to texture; a related species — 
even one still living — might 
offer clues. 

“Sometimes ... animals that 
are closely related to it have 
certain features that are con¬ 
served in a group. We use those 
to insert what missing parts of 
the animal may have been like.”

with other dogs, with other 
animals, with people,” said So¬ 
phie Gaillard, the SPCA’s lawyer 
and animal advocacy campaigns 
manager. 

“When they’re kept isolated 


and deprived of the ability to 
play or exercise they develop 
veiy severe behavioural frustra¬ 
tion, boredom and psychological 
distress,” she continued. 

Quebec introduced a bill ear¬ 
lier this year that, if passed, 
would see the status of ani¬ 
mals upgraded from “mov¬ 
able property” to “sentient 
beings.” 

The SPCA is hoping to get 
a ban on round-the-clock dog 
tethering included in the bill 
or accompanying regulations, 
which will be debated this fall.

LAC-MEGANTIC 

Criminal case delayed until winter 


The criminal case stemming 
from the 2013 Lac-Megantic 
rail disaster has been delayed 
until Dec. 1, when a trial date 
may be set for three men each 
charged with 47 counts of crim¬ 
inal negligence causing death. 

Defunct rail company Mont¬ 
real Maine and Atlantic Railway, 
train driver Tom Harding, rail¬ 
way traffic controller Richard 
Labrie and Jean Demaitre, the 
manager of train operations, 
have all pleaded not guilty and 
opted for a jury trial. 

On July 6, 2013, a parked 


train broke loose, roared down¬ 
hill toward Lac-Megantic and 
bounced off the tracks, wiping 
out much of the downtown area 
and killing 47 people. 

Demaitre and Harding were 
present in court Tuesday as 
the case was delayed when De- 
maitre’s lawyer, Gaetan Bouras- 
sa, recused himself because his 
client was told he didn’t qualify 
for legal aid. 

Bourassa said a lengthy trial 
and the relative remoteness 
of Lac-Megantic from a major 
centre may limit Demaitre’s 


choices. 

Thomas Walsh, who repre¬ 
sents Harding, doesn’t expect 
a trial to begin before the fall 
of 2016. 

“That’s a reasonable esti¬ 
mate, taking into account there 
is one person unrepresented 
and the Crown hasn’t been 
really all that proactive about 
telling us what their case is all 
about,” Walsh said. 

The case is proceeding under 
a preferred indictment, with no 
preliminary hearing.

SYRIA CRISIS 

Hungary 
speeds up 
work on fence 
to block them 

Hungarian authorities on Tues¬ 
day began busing weary mi¬ 
grants and refugees to a nearby 
registration centre, defusing 
some tensions at Hungary’s 
southern border with Serb¬ 
ia. But the human tide hardly 
ebbed, with a steady stream of 
people seen trying to approach 
Hungary, their gateway into 
the European Union. 

Hungary has made frantic 
and confused efforts to control 
the huge number of migrants 
transiting the country as they 
try to reach Germany, leaving 
many trapped for days outside 
the border village of Roszlce 
and furious at their treatment 
by Hungarian authorities. On 
Tuesday, Prime Minister Viktor 
Orban announced fresh efforts 
to complete a fence to keep the 
refugees out.

while, said it is concerned about 
the lack of proper reception fa¬ 
cilities in the border area and 
that humanitarian aid needs to 
be stepped up there.

“We’ve been here for two days 
and the Hungarian government 
only brings one bus?” said a Syr¬ 
ian man, who gave only his first 
name, Ali. “We’re asking to go 
back to Serbia and they are not 
giving us this right. We’re asking 
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to go to Budapest and they are 
not giving us this right. Why? 
Why?” 

Despite the efforts of volun¬ 
teers offering water and some 
clothes, there were few amen¬ 
ities at the border. The area was 
strewn with garbage and more 
people could be seen walking 
along railroad tracks in Serbia 
on their way to Hungaiy. Many 
slept outdoors in a field during 
a cold night. 

At Budapest’s Keleti train sta¬ 
tion, refugees were being allowed 
to board trains bound for Austria 
and Germany. In many cases, 
they were segregated from other 
passengers and told they could 
only enter certain carriages. 

The queue of people wait¬ 
ing to board a train to the West 
was backing up, with about 300 
people waiting for the next train 
Tuesday afternoon. 

Almost all of those passing 
through Hungaiy are hoping to 
reach Germany or other West¬ 
ern European countries with 
generous welfare benefits and 
open asylum regulations. Almost 
none wish to remain in Hungaiy, 
which is seen as unwelcoming 
and does not have the same op¬ 
portunities.

Russia 
reacts to 
Bulgaria 
flight ban 

Russia on Tuesday lashed out at 
Bulgaria over its refusal to allow 
Russian cargo planes bound for 
Syria to fly over its territoiy, say¬ 
ing the move has cast doubts 
on the nation’s independence. 

The angiy statement comes 
amid signs of a Russian military 
build-up in Syria that has raised 
U.S. concerns. Russian Deputy 
Foreign Minister Mikhail Bogda¬ 
nov alleged that Bulgaria and 
Greece are facing pressure from 
Washington. 

Bulgaria’s Foreign Ministry 
earlier said the country is re¬ 
fusing to allow Russian military 
transport aircraft to fly through 
its airspace en route to Syria 
from Sept. 1-24. It said without 
elaboration that the reason for 
the refusal was “incorrect infor¬ 
mation” about the purpose of 
the flights and the cargo. 

On Monday, Greek Foreign 
Ministry spokesman Constan- 
tinos Koutras said the U.S. has 
asked Greece to cancel over¬ 
flight permission for flights 
headed to Syria. He said Athens 
is examining the request. 

“If they make some restrict¬ 
ive or banning measures at 
American request, that raises 
a question about their sovereign 
right to make decisions about 
foreign planes crossing its air¬ 
space,” Bogdanov said, accord¬ 
ing to the Interfax news agency. 
“If our Greek and Bulgarian 
partners have any doubts, they 
must explain what’s the prob¬ 
lem.”

The Martian while in orbit 


Dentist who killed 
Cecil back at work 


The book The Martian is earning 
high praise from space, and the 
astronaut-reviewer can’t wait to 
see the soon-to-be-released movie. 

NASA astronaut Kjell Lind- 
gren said Tuesday from the Inter¬ 
national Space Station that both 
he and crewmate Scott Kelly have 
read the novel by Andy Weir. 
Lindgren told reporters he really 
enjoyed the book and hopes to 
get a copy of the film beamed 
up to orbit on Oct. 2, the day 
of release, or shortly thereafter. 

The astronauts chatted with 


the star of the film, Matt Da¬ 
mon, last month by phone. They 
called the actor—who portrays 
fictional astronaut Mark Watney, 
who’s mistakenly left for dead 
on Mars — while he was tour¬ 
ing Jet Propulsion Laboratory in 
Pasadena, California. 

“That was a neat conversa¬ 
tion,” Lindgren recalled during 
a space-to-ground news confer¬ 
ence. “It was certainly fun for us.” 

Kelly—who’s almost halfway 
through a yearlong space sta¬ 
tion stay — said it’s difficult to 


compare his experience in orbit 
with a Mars trip. 

“For the folks who go to Mars, 
especially the first time, it’s going 
to be such an incredible destina¬ 
tion and event that they’re going 
to be really psyched up for get¬ 
ting there,” Kelly said. “I’m not 
saying I’m not psyched up for the 
rest of this. But in some ways, 
almost being halfway through, 
a lot of what we’re going to be 
doing is very similar to what 
we’ve already done.”

A Minnesota dentist who killed

Five dead In 
sandstorm

Thousands 
injured across 
countries in 
Middle East 

An unseasonal sandstorm 
swept across the Mideast on 
Tuesday, blanketing Beirut and 
Damascus, causing the deaths 
of at least five people and send¬ 
ing hundreds of others to hos¬ 
pitals with breathing difficul¬ 
ties, officials said. 

Reduced visibility prompt¬ 
ed the Syrian government to 
call off airstrilces against rebel 
fighters, local media reported, 
and threatened planned pro¬ 
tests by Lebanese activists over 
the government’s inability to 
deal with the country’s ram¬ 
pant trash crisis. 

The storm also hit Jordan, 
Israel and Egypt. In Jordan, 
schools shut down or cut their 
days short. 

Syria’s state-run news agency 
SANA said three people in the 


central Hama province died 
from the sandstorm, without 
elaborating, and said there 
were more than 3,500 cases of 
people with breathing difficul¬ 
ties across several provinces. 

The sandstorm reached Bei¬ 
rut on Tuesday, a day after it 
engulfed eastern Lebanon’s 
Belcaa Valley. People, especially 
those with health issues, were 
advised to stay indoors while 
many of those who ventured 
onto the streets donned sur¬ 
gical masks. 

The Lebanese Health Min¬ 
istry said 750 people suffered 
breathing problems across the 
country, and that two women 
died because of the sandstorm, 
without providing details. Two 
boats set adrift were rescued by 
coast guard, the National News 
Agency said. Airport officials 
reported some flight delays. 

Lebanese authorities warned 
residents against burning trash 
that has piled up on Beirut 
streets this summer, spark¬ 
ing a political crisis and daily 
protests.

Gray family settles 


The parents of Freddie Gray 
reached a tentative $6.4 mil¬ 
lion settlement with the city of 
Baltimore, nearly five months 
after their 25-year-old son was 
critically injured in police cus¬ 
tody, sparking days of protests 
and rioting. 

The deal, announced Tues¬ 
day, appeared to be among the 
largest settlements in police 
death cases in recent years and 
happened just days before a 
judge is set to decide whether 
to move a trial for six officers 
charged in Gray’s death. 


Grey’s spine was injured 
April 12 in the back of a pris¬ 
oner transport van after he 
was arrested. Gray, a black 
man, died at the hospital a 
week later. 

In the aftermath, Gray be¬ 
came a symbol of the conten¬ 
tious relationship between the 
police and the public in Bal¬ 
timore, as well as the treat¬ 
ment of black men by police 
in America.

Annulment process speeds up

Pope Francis 
announces 
fast-tracked 
appeal system 

Pope Francis radically reformed 
the process for annulling mar¬ 
riages Tuesday, overhauling 
300 years of church practice 


by creating a new fast-track 
annulment and doing away 
with an automatic appeal that 
often slowed the process down. 

The move, which came a 
week after he said he was let¬ 
ting all rank-and-file priests 
grant absolution to women 
who have had abortions, was 
further evidence of his desire 
to make the church more re¬ 
sponsive to the needs of ordin- 
aiy faithful. 


The new law on annulments 
goes into effect Dec. 8, the start 
of Francis’s Holy Year of Mercy, 
a yearlong jubilee during which 
the pope hopes to emphasize 
the merciful side of the church. 
It will speed up and simpli¬ 
fy the annulment process by 
placing the onus squarely on 
bishops around the world to 
determine when a fundamen¬ 
tal flaw has made a marriage 
invalid. 


A Catholic needs a church 
annulment to remarry in the 
church, and a divorced Catholic 
who remarries civilly without 
one is considered an adulterer 
living in sin and is forbidden 
from receiving Communion. 

The Communion issue is 
at the centre of debate at the 
upcoming synod of bishops, a 
three-weelc meeting that gets 
underway in October. 

Progressive bishops favour a 


process by which these Cath¬ 
olics could eventually have ac¬ 
cess to the sacrament if they 
repent; conservatives say there 
can be no such wiggle room 
and that church teaching is 
clear that a marriage is indis¬ 
soluble. 

Catholics have long com¬ 
plained that it can take years 
to get an annulment, if they 
can get one at all.

Speedy separations 

Previously, most people 
seeking annulments 
needed to go before a 
three-judge panel unless a 
regional bishop's confer¬ 
ence gave a bishop per¬ 
mission to hear the case 
himself or to appoint one 
judge to handle it. The 
new law makes that an 
immediate option, mean¬ 
ing annulments should be 
easier to get in dioceses 
without enough priests.

The Kentucky county clerk 
who was jailed for refusing to 
issue marriage licenses to gay 
couples was released Tuesday 
after five days behind bars, 
emerging to a tumultuous 
reception from thousands 
of cross-waving supporters. 

“I just want to give God 
the glory. His people have 
rallied, and you are strong,” 
she told the crowd after step¬ 
ping outside, her arms raised 
like a victorious boxer, to 
the blaring 
Rocky theme 
song “Eye of 
the Tiger.” She 
added: “Keep on 
pressing.” 

Her lawyer 
refused to say 
whether she 
would defy the 
courts again. 

“Kim can¬ 
not and will not violate her 
conscience,” said Mat Staver, 
founder of the Liberty Coun¬ 
sel, the Christian law firm 
representing Davis. As for 
whether she will issue licens¬ 
es, Staver said only: “You’ll 
find out in the near future.” 

The Rowan County clerk 
whose jailing helped make 
her a hero to the religious 
right walked free after the 
federal judge who ordered 
her locked up lifted the con¬ 


tempt order against her, say¬ 
ing he was satisfied that her 
deputies were fulfilling their 
obligation to grant licenses 
to same-sex couples in her 
absence. 

But U.S. District Judge 
David Bunning also warned 
Davis not to interfere again. 

As the news spread, a 
crowd of dozens of support¬ 
ers who had gathered on the 
jailhouse lawn for a previ¬ 
ously scheduled rally swelled. 

They broke 
into “Amazing 
Grace” and “God 
Bless Amer¬ 
ica” and waved 
signs, flags and 
large white 
crosses. 

She emerged 
next to Repub¬ 
lican presiden¬ 
tial candidate 
Mike Huckabee and her 
husband, who was in blue 
dungarees and a straw hat.

UN agency fights for 
global wage parity 


A UN agency is mounting a 
worldwide campaign for equal 
pay for women, who get 24 per 
cent less than men on global 
average and around 30 per cent 
less for those in Asia. 

Recent estimates by the Inter¬ 
national Labour Organization 
indicates gender inequality in 
employment across Asia alone 
is costing $45 billion a year, 
with 45 per cent of worlting- 
age women outside the labour 
force compared 
to 19 per cent for 
men, the leader of 
the UN Women 
agency, Phumzile 
Mlambo-Ngculca, 
told a forum at 
the Asian De¬ 
velopment Bank 
headquarters. 

She said if female employ¬ 
ment were to match male em¬ 
ployment, per capita GDP would 
rise 19 per cent in Southeast Asia 
and 27 per cent in the Middle 
East and North Africa. 

“We are definitely going to go 
on a major campaign on equal 
pay—this is one of hie issues we 
are putting to heads of state, we 
are also putting that to private 
sector,” she said.

In May, Briony Smith wrote an 
article for Chatelaine about 
the loneliness of the single 
life. 

When I read it, I thought: 

"I could have written that, or 
something like that, only a 
year ago." During a six-year 
stretch of singledom. I'd 
done my best to define my¬ 
self in the world on my own 
terms, as a lone woman, only 
to continually face the fact 
that deeper happiness, on 
my terms, required love. 

Even when I have 
a husband, a dog 
and some kids, 
loneliness will 
come stand quietly 
behind me and 
blow at my neck: 
Remember me? 

But now I'm engaged, and 
I find loneliness has gone 
nowhere. It still wafts into the 
day like a cold draft, startling 
me. 

The man I'm going to 
marry lives in the U.S., and 
the comfort of his love 
doesn't mute the echo of a 
day spent alone. It doesn't 
sweep away the extra space 
that I feel all around me, in a 
busy park on a hot day, eat¬ 
ing watermelon on a blanket, 
by myself. 

I started to wonder if I'd 
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always felt alone — and yes, 

I have. As a child, as a teen¬ 
ager, off-kilter among friends, 
as if we were looking in the 
same direction and seeing 
different things. 

Loneliness sat beside 
me before the fireplace in 
my family home and hung 
around the studio apartment 
I moved into, like faint dust in 
the air. It seemed present in 
every stone cranny of expan¬ 
sive London and grew bolder 
in Colombia, a three-month 
blip of learning, alienation 
and regret. It blossomed 
back in small Victoria when 
I had no job or prospect 
of one. It tagged along to 
Toronto and has come and 
gone like sun behind clouds. 

I am beginning to believe I 
should be getting used to it.

In recent years, both the 
Guardian and Globe and Mail 
have warned of a loneliness 
crisis.

If this is the Lone¬ 
some Valley, it's been that 
way, probably, forever.

Foraging for mushrooms is 
the most dangerous outdoor 
activity of the season. But I 
am intrepid and my grandpa 
was eccentric and showed 
me how to pick and cook 
puffballs. 

Fair warning: this is a tale 
of courage to not replicate. 
You should only forage with 
an experienced guide. 

Puffballs grow on the 
lawns of wide-open spaces. 
The edible ones are bigger 
than four inches long and are 
much heavier than they look. 
They are smooth skinned and 
pale brown on the outside 
but solid, firm marshmallow 
white through the interior. 

Species with gills or tough 
elephant-like skins are poi¬ 



sonous. 

The ones I found were just 
like the ones grandpa showed 
me. So I did it! I picked and 
prepared and let my eyes roll 
back in my head — with the 
ecstasy of taste, not the dis¬ 
aster of poison. 

All mushrooms: 

• Contain high amounts of 
trace minerals 

• Contain vitamins D and B 

• Contain the beta glucan 
starch similar to that in oats 
in that helps manage choles¬ 
terol 

• Are very porous with high 
water content and will ab¬ 
sorb any flavour you throw 
at them 

• Need to be cooked in a 
heavy pan on very high heat 
with ample butter and min¬ 
imal mushrooms. If they are 
crowded, they steam to grey 
mush. 

This time of year, farm¬ 
ers’ markets are full of wild 
and cultivated species so you 
won’t have to risk your life 
on the wisdom of gramps.

TEX-MEX 

Asian-fusion 
that packs 
a crunch 

Can you handle just one more 
Asian-fusion taco? 

You’re rolling your eyes. 
But what if it’s one that’s easy 
enough and delicious enough 
to truly be worth making at 
home? 

Truth is, most of the popu¬ 
lar Tex-Mex-Asian blends have 
been produced in food trucks 
and brick-and-mortar joints 
that are far flung from most 
North Americans (because 
though Los Angeles and New 
York City hate to admit it, the 
vast majority of North Amer¬ 
ica doesn’t live in either city). 

The result is that most folks 
only get to read about the deli¬ 
ciousness that is Asian flavours 
packaged in a Tex-Mex-friendly 
deliveiy system. 

So the goal was to break 
down those flavours into 
something easily reproduced 
at home. 

And the end result: beefy 
seaweed taco with jalapeno- 
jicama slaw. 


Let’s start with the beefy. 
For a bold steaky flavour, go 
with flank. 

But you may want as much 
Asian savoury goodness as pos¬ 
sible, so rather than cook it 
whole, thinly slice it across the 
grain, then give it a bath in a 
blend of fish sauce, soy sauce 
and toasted sesame oil. It takes 
just a couple minutes in the 
pan to give the sear you want. 

The steak gets piled on top 
of that ubiquitous green of 
lower rung sushi joints — sea¬ 
weed salad. 

You know you love it, even 
if it is dyed fluorescent green. 

You’ll find it at most Asian 
markets (and many natural 
foods grocers sell non-coloured 
versions). 

On top of that goes a quick 
slaw made from crunchy jica- 
ma tossed with citrus juice and 
jalapenos. the associated press

Beef Seaweed Tacos 
With Jalapeno- 
Jicama Slaw 

Start to finish: 30 minutes 
Servings: 4 
Ingredients: 

• 3 Tbsp fish sauce 

• 3 Tbsp low-sodium 
soy sauce 

• 2 Tbsp sesame oil 

• 2 Tbsp sugar 

• 1 lb flank steak 

• 1 cup jicama, 

cut into matchsticks 

• 1 jalapeno, thinly sliced 

• 2 Tbsp orange juice 

• 2 Tbsp lime juice 

• Kosher salt and ground 
black pepper 

• Eight 6-inch corn tortillas 

• 1/2 Tbsp cornstarch 

• 1 cup seaweed salad 

• 1/2 cup crumbled queso 
fresco or bianco cheese 

Directions 

Heat the oven to 200 F. 

In a large bowl, whisk 
together the fish sauce, soy 
sauce, 1 tablespoon of the 
sesame oil and the sugar. 
Slice the steak across the 
grain into very thin strips, 
then add to the fish sauce 
mixture. Toss to coat even¬ 
ly, then set aside for 10 
minutes. 

In a medium bowl, toss 


together the jicama and 
jalapenos, then add the or¬ 
ange and lime juices. Toss 
again to coat. Taste, then 
season with salt and pep¬ 
per. Set aside. 

Stack the tortillas and 
wrap them in foil. Set 
the packet in the oven to 
warm. 

In a large skillet over 
medium-high, heat the 
remaining 1 tablespoon of 
sesame oil. Use tongs to 
remove the meat from the 
marinade, letting as much 
liquid as possible drip off 
back into the bowl and 
reserving the marinade. 
Transfer the steak strips to 
paper towels and lightly 
pat dry. Add the dried steak 
strips to the skillet and 
cook only until just barely 
seared, about 1 minute. 

Whisk the cornstarch into 
the reserved marinade, 
then add the mixture to the 
skillet and cook for another 
minute. 

Remove the warmed tor¬ 
tillas from the oven. Spread 
a spoonful of the seaweed 
salad, then top with strips 
of steak. Top with jicama- 
jalapeno slaw, then finish 
with sprinkle of the cheese. 

Serve immediately.

The re-invention of the Mini by 
BMW has been an overwhelm¬ 
ing success. People just love its 
quirkiness, distinctiveness and 
Britishness. And all that in a 
vehicle that just plain works. 
Fun to drive. Practical for its 
size. Fuel-efficient. Et cetera. 

This third generation of 
BMW’s tiny terror leverages 
even more BMW technology 
than the first two gens (it will 
share its platform and drivetrain 
with the upcoming BMW 1 Ser¬ 
ies), and the result is a more 
competent and refined Mini, 
with some added room inside. 

Our test vehicle was the new 
5-door Mini, which, debuted 
with the new-generation plat¬ 
form, gives you even a bit more 
room. But the rear doors are 
tiny, and the rear seating area 
still feels a bit Hobbit-like, 
so this Mini has not exactly 
morphed into a daily people 
hauler. But its ability to cariy 
more stuff, and to get stuff in 
with more ease, is duly noted 
and appreciated. 

The Mini has always been 
more about rewarding the driver 
anyway, and the theme con¬ 
tinues with this 2015 model, 
with its lighter, stronger and 
stiffer chassis, and new suspen¬ 


sion tricks, like the standard and 
adjustable drive modes, and the 
optional adjustable dampers. 
Even without this new tech, the 
Mini would still be great to drive 
— its lowness to the ground, and 
its low centre of gravity, always 
contribute to a fast and fun feel 
at the wheel. Almost 200 hp and 
a slick-shifting 6-speed manual 
doesn’t hurt either. 

A big round speedometer fam¬ 
ously dominated the original 
Mini’s instrument panel and 
“roundness” is still the inter¬ 
ior theme of this modern Mini. 
Eveiything looks and feels less 
gimmicky inside compared to 
the previous Mini, but it still 
manages to be distinctly dif¬ 
ferent and distinctly Mini. A 
version of the BMW’s iDrive 
controller resides in the centre 
console to navigate the infotain¬ 
ment and comfort settings. Our 
tester had the new eight-inch 
touch screen, which is bundled 
with the package that gives you 
navigation, and allows you to 
enter characters directly on the 
screen. 

This is a lovable car, but there 
is no getting around the fact that 
Mini is expensive for a small¬ 
ish car. I guess another way of 
looking at it would be that Mini 
allows you to go small without 
giving up brand cache, person¬ 
ality, performance, and all the 
amenities of a premium vehicle. 

Lots of great alternatives in 
this price and performance class, 
if moving up in size is not an 
issue and/or if a “real” backseat 
is more of a priority. The VW GH 
would be one for sure to look 
at if you’re leaning that way. 
Otherwise, there is not much 
not to like about this new Mini. 


DRIVING FORCE 

Seal, structure, tread: There’s a lot riding on those four tires

At first glance, tires look pretty 
simple: They’re just round and 
black. But they’re actually very 
complex, consisting of numer¬ 
ous layers and specially-formu¬ 
lated rubber compounds. 

“The purpose of the tire is to 
provide the braking, accelerat¬ 
ing and cornering capabilities 
to make the vehicle go where 
the driver wants,” says Ron 
Margadonna, senior technical 


marketing manager for Michel- 
in North America. “It’s the only 
component of the vehicle that 
touches the ground.” 

Tire manufacturers have to 
look at three basic elements 
when designing a tire. The first 
is the seal so that it holds air, 
which includes an inner liner 
made of composite rubber. The 
only thing holding the tire onto 
the rim is air pressure, so it’s 
imperative that the tire seals 
properly. 

Next is the structure, includ¬ 
ing the sidewall, which gives 
the tire its strength. Finally 


there’s the tread, which has 
to grip the pavement. 

The compound used to make 
the tread is composed of such 
materials as natural and syn¬ 
thetic rubber, oil, silica and 
carbon black, which gives it its 
colour. Rubber chemists create 
different formulas, depending 
on how the tire will be used. 
Summer tires need a firmer 
compound that won’t get too 
soft in hot weather, while win¬ 
ter tires need to stay supple in 
cold temperatures. All-season 
tires use a compound that’s ap¬ 
proximately halfway between 



the two. 

The tread’s de¬ 
sign is a vital part of 
the tire, and engin¬ 
eers have to ensure 
that it’s the right 
pattern for the job. 
“The grooves are for 
foul weather such as 
rain or snow, eveiy¬ 
thing but diy,” Mar¬ 
gadonna says. “The 
grooves channel 
the water away. If it 
was always diy, you 
wouldn’t need them.” 

The pattern cre-

ates blocks of tread, 
which determine how 
the tire will perform. 
Winter tires will 
typically have num¬ 
erous small blocks, 
which create more 
sharp edges to bite 
through snow, while 
high-performance 
tires will have large, 
strong blocks to stay 
rigid during hard cor¬ 
nering. 

The edge of the 
tread is called the 
shoulder, while the 


small slits running through 
the tread are called sipes. These 
spread open as the tire touches 
the road, providing even more 
gripping surface. 

The tread eventually wears 
down with use, and so tire 
manufacturers mould in small 
rubber bars, called wear bars, 
which run across the width of 
the tire’s tread. They’re deeply 
buried on a new tire, but they 
become easier to spot as the 
tire wears down. If the tread 
has worn enough that you can 
quickly spot the wear bars, then 
it’s time to replace the tire.

Still, 268 horsepower from 
the boosted 2.0-litre is decent, 
even though most midsize 
family sedans for the same 
kind of the money (or less) will 
have more room and smooth 
V6 engines that make around 
300 horsepower. Only a couple 
offer all-wheel drive, but the 
point is that value is in the 
eye of the beholder. If you’re 
buying a WRX, it’s because you 
really want a WRX. 

It’s not extra money just for 
the name, though. Its best at¬ 
tribute is the way it drives on 
the highway, requiring zero 
correction of the wheel. It stays 
put in the lane, rides smoothly 
and it has enough power so 
you don’t have to downshift 
the manual transmission to 
fifth from sixth (a continu¬ 
ously variable transmission is 
optional) to overtake slower 
traffic. 

Around town, however, 
power delivery is bouncy/in¬ 
consistent and it’s difficult to 
execute a shift that doesn’t in¬ 
volve some form of whiplash. 
There’s also very pronounced

Of all the automakers out 
there, Subaru appears to have 
a good head on its shoulders. 

A solid moral compass. Like 
a grandfather you can always 
count on for wisdom when 
you lack it, entirely. 

And then there’s weirdo 
uncle Ed — that would be the 
Subaru WRX — defying all 
logic and standing out like a 
sore thumb in a line of family- 
friendly transportation devices. 

Weirdo Ed has always gone 
his own way and never worried 
too much about what others 
thought. His advice would be 
to live for today and buy what 
makes you feel good. 

There are four doors on the 
WRX, but practicality is not the 
hot ticket, here. It could have 
no doors and a rope ladder to 
get you in through a subma¬ 
rine porthole in the roof and 
it’s unlikely that buyers would 
care. Heck, they might even 
like it. The wackier the WRX 
is, it seems, the better. 

That has to be the reason¬ 
ing for a car that costs pre¬ 
cisely $10,000 more (base price 
to base price) than the exact 
same car without the WRX’s 
268-horsepower turbocharged 
four-cylinder engine. And with¬ 
out the lumpy bodywork and 
quad exhaust. Yes, one exhaust 
tip for each of the four cylin¬ 
ders. 

If you’re looking for sage 
advice, you might as well stop 
reading right here and now 
because weirdo uncle Ed is in 
the house. 

This particular WRX has 
some subtle extras and rings 
in at about $32,700 (plus des¬ 
tination charges and taxes and 
junk), but you can drop close 
to $40,000 on a WRX with all 
the trimmings and more than 
$45,000 for the virtually iden¬ 
tical-looking 305-horsepower 
WRX STL 

The primary buyers appear 
to be young men in their 20s 

— and Garry, it would seem 

— who swoon over the ex¬ 
aggerated body bulges, dark 
wheels and blue paint. Most 
who struck up conversations 
at gas stations and food trucks 
were eventually a little dis¬ 
appointed and even expressed 
some sympathy that it wasn’t

— young men might find it 
soothing, though — exhaust 
drone when the engine idles 
down. 

Otherwise, it’s roomy and 
the interior is fine if not a bit 
underwhelming with Hallow¬ 
een-orange dials, two clocks 
positioned right beside each 
other and an audio system 
that’s dying for an upgrade, 
which you can of course spend 
more money to do. 

For true enthusiasts of the 
WRX, just OK in some areas 
will be just fine because merely 
owning Subaru’s weirdo uncle 
Ed is all that really matters.

It’s not always 
easy to steer 
clear of leather 

Tesla Motors shareholders 
Mark Peters and Elizabeth Far¬ 
rell Peters had a simple request 
for the electric-car maker at its 
annual meeting in June: Stop 
offering leather interiors and 
make Tesla the first “cruelty- 
free” premium brand. 

Shareholders rejected the pro¬ 
posal after Tesla’s board said it 
would delay production of its 
electric cars. But Tesla CEO Elon 
Musk seemed intrigued. 

“We’ll look into it,” he said. 
Last month, the Peterses took 
deliveiy of a leather-free Tesla 
Model S, the second one in their 
Hurst, Texas, garage. 

For car buyers like the 
Peterses — who have been veg¬ 
ans for more than two decades — 
leather-free choices are limited. 
The car-buying site Edmunds, 
com says 78 per cent of 2015 
model-year vehicles have stan¬ 
dard leather seats on at least one 
trim level. In other words, buyers 
content with basic models can 
get cloth seats and plastic steer¬ 


ing wheels, but as they add op¬ 
tions like better engines, heated 
seats or upgraded speakers, they 
usually have to add leather seats. 

Edmunds says 79 vehicles in 
the 2015 model year don’t re¬ 
quire buyers to get leather at 
any trim level. Those include the 
Toyota Prius hybrid, the BMW 3 
Series and the Volkswagen Jetta. 
But even some models with cloth 
or faux-leather seats — like the 
plug-in hybrid Chevrolet Volt — 
still have leather-wrapped steer¬ 
ing wheels. 

That’s not likely to change 
any time soon. Most customers 
worldwide equate leather with 
quality, richness and comfort, 
says Mel Stephens, a spokes¬ 
man for automotive seat-maker 
Lear Corp. 

“Vinyl is good, but leather 
is better,” he said. “People like 
natural materials.” 

Luxury automakers, including 
Audi and Cadillac, say requests 
for non-leather interiors are rare. 
Even when they get them, high- 
volume automakers can’t neces¬ 
sarily stop the assembly line and 
make a personalized car. Ford 
won’t replace leather seats at 
the factory, for example, but says 
dealers can install different seats 
if a customer requests them.

million cow hides;

By 2025, 
that could grow to 
25 per cent, Peters 
said. 

Environment¬ 
alists and animal 
rights groups say 
leather tanneries 
pollute land and 
water with chem¬ 
icals like chro¬ 


mium, which the U.S. govern¬ 
ment classifies as a carcinogen. 
Raising, processing and trans¬ 
porting livestock also accounts 
for an estimated 14.5 per cent 
of all greenhouse gas emissions, 
according to a 2013 report by 
the United Nations Food and 
Agriculture Organization. 

Mark Peters was driving a 
BMW 3 Series with faux-leather 
seats when he decided to look at 
a Tesla Model S because he want¬ 
ed an electric car. Tesla offers 


cloth seats on case models, but 
he was annoyed by the standard 
leather-wrapped steering wheel 
and the fact that he couldn’t get 
options like heated seats with¬ 
out upgrading to leather. He 
contacted Tesla in 2012; after 
a little haggling, the company 
promised him the non-leather 
options he wanted at no extra 
cost, including a hand-built, non¬ 
leather steering wheel. He got 
the car in June 2013. 

A year later, the couple de¬ 
cided to order another Tesla, 
but the premium package they 
wanted, with perks like trunk 
lights and a power lift gate, re¬ 
quired them to get a leather- 
wrapped dashboard. This time, 
Tesla wouldn’t budge, so they 
got a stripped-down, leather-free 
version, but weren’t happy and 
traded it in. It wasn’t until after 
Tesla’s annual meeting in June 
that the company relented and 
let them purchase a premium, 
leather-free Model S. 

The Peterses remain hopeful 
that Tesla will switch to com¬ 
pletely leather-free interiors, a 
move that could have ripple ef¬ 
fects across the industiy. 

“When we buy something, 
we vote with our dollars,” Mark 
Peters said, the associated press

SURVEY 

The child factor in 
car-buying decisions 


According to a new study by car 
sales and comparison publication 
and web service Auto Trader, 
78 per cent of parents surveyed 
claim that their offspring pres¬ 
sured them into buying a new 
car and that for 37 per cent, the 
kids then went on to have a say 
in what type of car mommy and 
daddy ended up coming home 
with. 

The study of1,000 U.K. parents 
and children found that dads (39 
per cent) are more susceptible to 
pressure than moms (33 per cent) 
and that when turning on the 
charm or throwing a car-focused 
tantrum, kids are most likely to 
get their own way (26 per cent) 
when it comes to deciding on 
the car’s colour. 


Kids also managed in 13 per 
cent of cases to influence com¬ 
fort levels and almost one in 10 
parents said that their children 
played a part in selecting the in- 
car entertainment kit. 

“A substantial amount of re¬ 
search has been done looking 
at how the decision of the car 
buyer can be influenced and at 
what stage in the buying jour¬ 
ney,” commented Nathan Coe 
of Auto Trader, “but few have 
really considered the role that 
children play, or the influence of 
pester power. If one of the kids 
doesn’t like the shape or colour 
of your next car, or it doesn’t 
come with plug-in for an iPad, 
then you’d better be prepared 
for some serious pestering!” afp

Toyota getting in gear 
with smart cars 

Toyota on Friday an¬ 
nounced plans to invest 
$50 million into building 
artificial intelligence into 
cars, an indication it could 
be joining the race to de¬ 
velop driverless vehicles. 

The joint research with 
Stanford University and the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology will take place 
over the next five years, 
Toyota Motor Corpora¬ 
tion said, emphasizing its 
interest in technology that 
could be used by people as 
they grow old or become 
less able to drive safely. 

"We will initially focus on 
the acceleration of intel¬ 
ligent vehicle technology, 
with the immediate goal 
of helping eliminate traffic 
casualties and the ultim¬ 
ate goal of helping improve 
quality of life through en¬ 
hanced mobility and robot¬ 
ics," Toyota's research and 
development chief Kiyotaka 
Ise said in a statement. 

Lab efforts will be 
directed by former U.S. De¬ 
fense Advanced Research 
Projects Agency program 
manager Gill Pratt, who 
headed a recent contest for 
robots that could be used 
to help emergency workers 
in disaster situations, afp 
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Paving the way for 
recycled plastic 



ROADWAYS 

A tougher, quicker alternative to asphalt 

A Dutch company has unveiled plans for roads constructed from recycled plastic, saying its ap¬ 
proach would significantly cut construction and maintenance times and extend a roadway's 
expected lifespan. VolkerWessels claims that structural plastic roads could better withstand ex¬ 
treme temperatures, resist corrosion, last three times as long as asphalt and minimize the need 
for maintenance, reports Gizmag. Asphalt is just a coating over a gravel bed; it's not structural. 
Because sections of the road could be prefabricated and installed on sand in a single piece, 
roadway construction times could be reduced from months to weeks. The structural material 
would also be lighter and allow better control over factors like road stiffness and water drainage, 
while hollow spaces within could be used for running power cables, pipes and traffic sensors.

Mirai hits North America 


Toyota has launched an Internet application page for its hydrogen- 
fuel-cell sedan, which this fall will be available to several hundred 
California residents through eight dealerships. Toyota predicts 
sales of 3,000 of the revolutionary vehicle within three years, with 
plans to expand sales to four northeastern states — Connecticut, 
New York, New Jersey and Rhode Island — through 2019. The cul¬ 
mination of two-decades-worth of research and development, the 
Mirai takes compressed hydrogen and pushes it through magical 
membranes that separate the electrons from the hydrogen, using 
them to power an electric motor that drives the 


front wheels, "like in a regular electric 
car," says AutoWeek magazine. It 
makes 151 horsepower, and 
reaches 96 km/h in 
about nine 
seconds.

Hydrogen economy a 
challenge for 'whole of 
society': BMW 

Bavarian automaker BMW 
might have two of the hot- 
test-selling electric cars on 
the market today — in the 
guise of the battery-electric 
i3 city car, and the i8 hybrid 
sports car — but its sights 
are also set on ex¬ 


ploiting hydrogen power, 
sometime around 2020. 

At a recent media event 
in France, BMW showed off 
Toyota's fuel-cell technol¬ 
ogy built into both a BMW 
5 Series GT demo car, and 
a heavily modified i8 sport 



coupe. The lack of existing 
hydrogen fuelling infra¬ 
structure remains an issue. 

"Technically, we're ready 
to put fuel-cell cars on the 
road, but so far it remains 
too expensive," a company 
official told Bloomberg 
News. The challenge re¬ 
mains "a task not just 
for carmakers, 
but for 
the 
whole 
of so¬ 
ciety."

Cabbies look to minivan in Uber battle 


TRANSPORT 

New York taxis 
get makeover 
in face of stiff 
competition 

As New York taxi drivers face 
surging competition from 
smartphone cab services, the 
traditional taxi force in the city 
that never sleeps is preparing 


to push back against the likes 
of Uber. 

Spearheading that effort 
are a spacious minivan — be¬ 
ing phased in as the city’s taxi 
firms renew their fleets — and 
a long-awaited phone app. 

A far ciy from the checkered 
cab immortalized as part of 
New York’s hectic image, the 
Nissan NV200 boasts cushy 
seats, adjustable air-condition¬ 
ing in the back, phone and 
laptop plugs and a panoramic 


glass roof. 

Mr. Chan, a 58-year-old city 
driver who declined to give 
his first name, described the 
minivan as more comfortable 
than the well-known Crown 
Victoria, although he has had 
little customer feedback so far. 

New York authorities picked 
the Nissan to replace the city’s 
aging taxi fleet, as part of a de¬ 
liberate strategy to fight back 
against online ride-boolcing 
services.

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The extra space the cars 
provide is hoped to give taxis 
an advantage over Uber’s less 
standardized vehicles. 

About 800 of the minivans 
already ply the streets of New 
York, according to Nissan, 
which touts them as a safer 
alternative to traditional cabs. 

With a replacement rate of 
about 2,600 vehicles a year, ac¬ 
cording to Nissan, the bulk of 
New York’s entire fleet of some 
13,000 taxis is set to adopt the 
yellow minivan taxis over the 
next five years. 


TWICE AS MANY 

The city of New York 
capitulated in July in a 
long-running feud with 
Uber, agreeing to shelve 
plans to cap the number 
of vehicles operated by 
the online ride-booking 
service. 

Uber said at the time it 
had 26,000 Uber driver- 
partners in New York, 
far surpassing the city's 
13,587 iconic yellow taxis. 


An app to match 

A big part of Uber’s lure is that 
it allows people to summon 
rides and pay using smart¬ 
phone applications, with no 
need for cash on hand or tips. 
So the second other prong of 
the yellow taxis’ push-back 
against Uber is an app of their 
own. 

Called Arro, the New York 
taxi app launched Wednes¬ 


day also allows users to call a 
cab using their smartphones’ 
geolocation with the push of 
a button. Like Uber’s app it 
provides information on where 
nearby taxis are, and how long 
it will take them to arrive. 

The app has been launched 
in some 7,000 taxis already and 
its backers are pushing for it 
to spread quickly, afp

China takes lead in 
electric-vehicle production 

China officially calls them 
"new energy vehicles," and 
their production in that 
country has surpassed 
that of both Japan and the 
United States, according to 
Green Car Reports. 

Plug-in electric cars are 
urgently needed in China 
where big-city days are 
filled with so much smog 
that the sun is but a faint 
orange dot in the sky. News 
site Gasgoo, citing figures 
from the Ministry of Indus¬ 
try published in the Beijing 
Daily, reports that 25,000 
electric, or "new energy," 
vehicles were built in June 
alone, almost a third of the 
78,000 built there in the 
first six months of the year. 

Not all those vehicles 
would meet automobile 


standards here, being clas¬ 
sified instead as low-speed 
or neighbourhood elec¬ 
tric vehicles, nor do they 
serve to remove any of the 
vehicles currently causing 
pollution. 

From zero to 100 in 1.779 
seconds in Germany 

German students at the 
University of Stuttgart have 
turned heads in the race 
to reach 100 km/h from 
zero, in an all-wheel-drive 
electric car of their making:
